BACKGROUND fy** 

A , In July , 1956, the Office of Defense Mobilisation (ODM) asked 
the Bureau and other Government agencies to submit information to the 
appropriate military services on the reserve status of key personnel , 
i n Key personnel n were those required to report to relocation sites in an 
l emergency. 



Reservists are either H Ready n (actively participating , in reserve 
training and immediately available in a mobilisation) , n Standby n 
(subject to call after the Ready, not so active in reserve training) , or 
fl 'Honorary " (subject to call still later, not actively engaged in 
training ), ODM's object was that individuals obligated to be in two 
places at once - Ready Reserve members and thus required to report immedi - 

J ately for uniformed service, and relocation site staff members and thus 
required by their agency to report immediately to the relocation site - 
* would either be screened out of the Ready Reserve or dropped from the 
* relocation site staff. The status of each reservist would be determined 
by the military service which would notify the agencies of their action. 

We do not know whether the military services will uniformly reclassify 
Ready Reservists into the Standby Reserve, for example , or whether the 
services will retain them in the Ready Reserve and expect the agency to 
(l) remove them from the relocation site staff or (2) appeal to some as 
yet unnamed agency such as ODM for reconsideration. 


B, On receiving the ODM request in July , 1956, we: 


(l) Checked to see if ODM intended us to submit the names of 
only the reservists on the immediate relocation site staff or of 
everyone who would be expected to report at the sites eventually, ODM 
said we could 'confine ourselves for the. time being to submitting those 
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who would report immediately / but that it would be up to us to 
determine identity of any of our other key personnel and submit their 
names later . 

( 2 ) Sent to the appropriate military services the names of the 
89 reservists on the immediate relocation site staffs, Seat of 
Government and field . We transmitted these names on an ODM form which 
Colonel Geddes refers to as a questionnaire (copy attached) . The 89 
included 59 Special Agents and 30 clerks . The 30 clerks included radio 
and other communications personnel as well as less specialised 
positions , and ranged from GS-2 to GS-9. 

( 3 ) Obtained Bureau approval to wait until we were notified of 
the military 1 s action in the 89 cases to decide whether to next submit 
the names of all employees we would critically need~for the duration of 
an emergency and who were in the reserve . So far we have been notified 
of the military' s action in a third of the 89 cases . 

C . Our 89 cases were in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps , and Air 
Force Reserves - only 12 in the latter . According to Colonel Geddes the 
Air Force is sending the forms in question to its Records Center in 
Denver to verify the reserve status in each case . He stated it may take 
as long as four months before all the forms are returned to the Bureau . 

Colonel Geddes refers to the Air Force's recent screening of 
its own Ready Reserve personnel wherein such personnel in order to 
retain their status had to forward a certificate from their employer 
that the latter would not interfere if the Air Force called the Ready 
Reservists for duty in an emergency . The Bureau refused to execute these 
certificates for Special Agents, Special Employees, or radio operators, 
the only types of employees who requested them and who were considered by 
us as "key." The Bureau executed such certificates for three, clerfcs in 
GS-2, GS-3, and GS-4 on the theory they were not "Hey" Wane of the s e 
three was in the Air Force Reserve * 

RECOMMENDATION : 

Colonel Geddes' letter raises no problems requiring immediate 
action by us. It is felt , however , we ought to acknowledge his letter 
and request that any steps which can be taken to expedite the completion 
of this project be taken. A suggested letter is attached.

Therein*'" ' ^/j 
is contained a suggested agreement between the FBI and the Office of Censorship/'^— ^ 
dated May 10, 1956 and a suggested agreement between the FBI and the Office of 
Censorship dated December 15, 1950. The file folder also contains thirty blank 
"Acme visible records” which are to be used in transmitting our Watch List to 
the Office of Censorship. To enable a person reviewing this file folder to be 
completely familiar with its contents, we are sending a memorandum to our 
Relocation Site to be filed in this folder which will explain that the suggested 
agreement between the FBI and the Office of Censorship dated May 10, 1956, has 
not yet been approved and that the agreement dated December 15, 1950, is the 
only agreement which has received final approval. This memo will also point

I briefly upon his return from the National Security Council meeting. The / ^ 

Attorney General told him that Arthur Flemming wanted the relocation centers"* 
manned on a skeleton basis, and Rogers was merely giving us an alarm. He 
stated that the Attorney General informed him that the National Security Council 
meeting was responsible, that they could not figure out certain moves on the part 
of the Russians. Rogers stated he was trying to get in touch with Flemming to 
get further details. He subsequently came back to advise that Flemming wanted 
to be certain that everyone was complying with the President’s desire to have the 
relocation centers manned.

The Department, accordingly, sent; 7 men to its relocation 
center yesterday for those monthly tests, and they would stay up for the balance 
of the week. I explained to Rogers what our setup was. He stated this certainly 
was adequate.

For the past several years the Bureau has been 

attempting to determine particularly from the Office of the 

Chief of Transportation 3 Department of the Army 3 what markings 3 G^dTl" i\ t 
if any 3 could be used on Bureau automobiles to assure free access 
to and through military areas during a national emergency . As las : 
reported at a conference between the representatives from the Off 
of the Chief of Transportation and the Department of Defense 3 it 
decided that specific markings for automobiles used by any of the 
intelligence agencies would be unnecessary and that the credentials 
would be sufficient to insure free access to and through closed 
areas. The Office of the Chief of Transportation was to publish an 
order to this effect to the respective Army area commanders within 
the continental U.S. and possessions.

This matter has been followed by Bureau Liaison. The 
Office of the Chief of Transportation has advised that the off ice 
of the Assistant Chief of Staff 3 Intelligence (ACSl ) 3 Department of 
the Army } would not concur or agree to the use of credentials solely 
and 3 therefore 3 the matter has been turned over entirely to ACSI. 
Colonel John W. Price 3 Policy Branch 3 ACSI 3 has advised SA D. J. 
Sullivan 3 Liaison Section 3 that ACSI is of the opinion that a 
definite marking for automobiles should be used by investigative 
agencies and other vehicles needing access to closed areas in an 
emergency. ACSI has suggested to the Continental Army Command 
(CONARC ) 3 Fort Monroe 3 Virginia 3 that such a marking ' should be 
designated and also suggested that a marker similar to that previously 
proposed be used. 'ACSI has not heard from CONARC concerning this 
suggestion and under date of November ? 3 ACSI was again communicating 
with CONARC requesting CONARC to advise of the status of this matter 
so that it could be resolved as soon as possible.

Dr. Flemming , Director, ODH, was incited to attend. Hr.- Adler 1 s memo- 
randum reiterates information previously available to the Bureau to the 
effect that each agency must pay its own cost of financing of essential 
agency functions; however, the Bureau of the Budget will consider requests 
for funds for major non-recurring items, but as an over-all policy all 
expenses should be absorbed in the regular agency appropriations where 
this can be done. . „

The Industrial College of theArnneaFo^eW^Ka^^ 
prepared the attached document entitled , n The Security and 
Mobilisation Readiness Problem Faced By the United States . " 

This does not purport to be the final and complete basis of 
studies conducted by that college on mobilisation plans of 
the United States for war . This report was prepared by 
student committees at the college . These committees were 
made up of ranking representatives of the military force and 
career civil servants from executive agencies of the Government* 
The report does indicate that this nation lacks a truly nationaafjj 
war plan with an integrated set of national programs in supporipS /' 
thereof . The committee which prepared this report is of the 
opinion that any plans devised must be for the purpose of survival 
of our national organisation and, therefore , must be completely 
integrated from the economic , social , and military standpoint •

The committee concluded that there are many areas 
wherein clarification of responsibility is not clear , particu- 
larly in the planning fields where there is little knowledge or 
authority on the part of regional or local organisations . The 
committee placed emphasis on " forces in being," which embraces 
much more than military forces and includes the governmental 
organisation, facilities, the immediately available reserve 
mobilisation potential, including complete mobilisation planning. 
The committee was of the opinion that from a control viewpoint 
and under attack conditions this nation may be pretty well 
decentralised and, therefore, the regional and local authority 
will be an absolute must. The committee' was of the opinion that 
men of stature must fill these positions . 


The need for a better-informed public and a program of 
legislation preparedness was also emphasised . This would include 
the present enactment of emergency legislation and a workable 
system of controls , one which will clearly mark the duties and 
responsibilities of Federal Civil Defense Administration, the 
Office of Defense Mobilisation , and the Military. In this

connection the committee suggested that Federal Civil Defense 
Administration be elevated to a position of cabinet level • 

The committee which prepared the document was of the 
opinion that the constant readiness of the United States 
retaliation forces and a general public prepared to defenfe them- 
selves and the nation makes a nuclear war unlikely in the^future * 

The committee was of the opinion , however 3 that should a nuclear 
war develop time would not permit this nation to mobilise and 
prepare for war after it starts,.,, as has been the historical concept 
of mobilisation in this country* This opinion was arrived at 
through figures which indicated that as much as 60 per cent of 
our potential production cavacity would be destroyed in an initial 
saturation-type attack * The countermeasure 3 according to the 
committee 3 is preparedness today on a dispersal basis. The com- 
mittee also pointed out that today's kind of war is here. This 
is the current cold war with its economic and political implications.

He stated plans had been made to pick up dangerous 
persons during any forthcoming emergency, and that details had 
been worked out and placed in the Attorney General* s portfolio . 

During the course of the conference as various subject 
matters were introduced, particularly relocation and the functions 
of US Attorneys* offices during wartime, it became quite evident 

( that the US Attorneys we're confused as to their jurisdiction, 
responsibility , and exactly what the Department wanted them to do. 
Several of the US Attorneys raised such questions as the juris- 
diction and authority of their offices, and that of Federal District 
Courts, should it be necessary for them to relocate outside their 
judicial districts (this was mentioned as it was the intention of 
several US Attorneys, particularly in New York, to relocate outside 
their judicial districts)} the authority and jurisdiction of US 
Attorneys over US Marshals during periods of planning and emergency 
operations j and the matter of movement and liaison between US 
Attorneys and other Justice agencies in their districts. 

I Mr. Williams of New York and Mr. Tieken of Chicago were 

resentful of the fact that they are at this late date being brought 
into Departmental planning , relocation, and general functioning 
under emergency conditions. Others felt defense planning was a 
matter for the Department to handle and not the individual US Attorneys. 
Some felt they had complete jurisdiction over all US Government 
agencies of the Executive Branch of the Government in their 
Federal districts if and when an emergency were declared. Others 
were more conservative, stating they would confine their emergency 
operations to normal bounds with the ehceptions being dictated by 
the Attorney General . Although various topics were discussed such 
as the portfolio, communications and relocation, the US Attorneys’ 
major concern was jurisdiction and authority during a national 
emergency. The Justice representatives frankly admitted they 
did not know the answers to the questions being put forthy but 
stated they hoped they could work out the problems in due time. 

The general instructions issued by Justice were to the 
effect that all US Attorneys must find 1 a relocation site by July , 

1957, and if possible, 4quip it with some type of communication 
system so that it might be used during the forthcoming Operation 
Alert 19$>7.
